Frankfort Focus 

A Legislative Perspective on the Kentucky 
General Assembly 
State Rep. Mike Denham 



After weathering several 
tough budget cycles, the state is 
on track to end the current fiscal 
year next month with much better 
news to report. 

Two weeks ago, the Office 
of State Budget Director said that 
April’s General Fund receipts - 
which drive the budget - brought 
in a little more than $1 billion, a 
high-water mark that had never 
happened in a single month be¬ 
fore. 

While some of that may be 
due to timing issues, that fig¬ 
ure is still almost a fourth larger 
than it was in April 2014. More 
importantly, it gives a welcome 
boost to the overall revenues for 
the fiscal year’s first 10 months, 
which grew by 6.2 percent when 
the budget only called for 3.6 per¬ 
cent. 

Barring a complete let-down 
this month and next, the state 
should see a surplus, which esti¬ 
mates show could be at least $46 
million, if not much more. The 
state budget director said that 
would be “a remarkable turn¬ 
around, given that we ended last 
fiscal year with a $90 million rev¬ 
enue shortfall.” 

As large as these numbers 
are, it is important to put them in 
context. Overall, state govern¬ 
ment spends about $33 billion a 
year, if you count every state and 
federal dollar and restricted funds 
like college tuition. 

About $10 billion of that is 
the General Fund, the focus of the 
General Assembly’s work. A $46 
million surplus is not even one- 
half of one percent of that total, 
but it does provide a cushion in 
case of an emergency and it can 
help keep the state’s borrowing 
costs low. 

In looking at state revenues 
more closely, the individual in¬ 
come tax is up more than 11 per¬ 
cent so far this fiscal year and the 
state sales tax is up 4.4 percent, 
strong indicators that people are 
earning more and spending it. 

On the down side, revenue 
from the coal severance tax is 
down sharply, off 7.2 percent from 
what it was last fiscal year. It’s 
worth noting that another signa¬ 
ture industry - tobacco - is down 
as well. A University of Ken¬ 
tucky specialist told the House’s 
Tobacco Task Force last week 
that spring plantings in the burley 
belt, which Kentucky dominates, 
could be a fourth smaller than 
they were in 2014. 

In terms of the big picture, 
the good news financially is that 
we’re much better off than some 
other states. Illinois, for example, 
is facing a $6 billion shortage, 
and Alaska has one measuring $3 
billion. Alabama’s governor said 
he may have to close 15 of their 
22 state parks. 

Another area where Ken¬ 
tucky is beating most states is ex¬ 
ports. Gov. Beshear recently said 
they were up 11 percent during 
the first three months of this cal¬ 
endar year, while they were down 
five percent nationally. Only two 
states saw better year-over-year 
growth for that time period, and 
among our surrounding states, 
only Missouri was in the top 10. 

Kentucky’s export market 
has been breaking records for 
several years and is now 42 per¬ 
cent larger than it was in 2010. 
The auto, aerospace and chemical 
industries are the main drivers, 
but cattle sales to other countries 
during this year’s first quarter 
were phenomenal, up an amazing 
3,400 percent over the same three 
months in 2014. 

In other good news, our un¬ 


employment rate in April was five 
percent - the ninth month we’ve 
been below the national average 
- and we were recognized by 
Site Selection magazine earlier 
this year for having more major 
job announcements in 2014 than 
every other state on average. In 
terms of raw numbers, we still 
ranked sixth, well ahead of many 
larger states. 

Last week, we had another 
major announcement, with Gen¬ 
eral Motors saying it would invest 
$439 million at its Corvette plant 
in Bowling Green, increasing the 
plant’s size by nearly 50 percent. 

These gains are further proof 
we’re heading in the right direc¬ 
tion, so the goal now is to see 
how we can build on them while 
making sure the entire state ben¬ 
efits. That’s always a challenge, 
but compared to what some other 
states are dealing with, it’s a good 
one to have.

A man and a woman 
walking east on the railroad in 
1927; woman was killed and 
buried in the Hillside Cem¬ 
etery. 

Bunker Owens, aged 
white man, killed by the num¬ 
ber 2 about 2 miles east of here 
in 1919. 

Mrs. Edwards, mother of 
John Edwards, killed in front 
of the depot when she attempt¬ 
ed to cross the track in front of 
the train in 1918. 

Mrs. Joe Hargett was 
killed at Wellsburg, 1929. 

Mrs. Eddie Workman 
killed Wellsburg about 1928. 

Colored lad, nephew of 
colored minister, died from in¬ 
juries received near the depot 
in 1922. 

George Hughes attempt¬ 
ing to board an eastbound 
freight at the depot was killed 
about 1909. 

About 1925, Thomas 
Fahy and wife and the latter’s 
Grandmother, a daughter of 
George Sellers were suffocat¬ 
ed at Chesapeake, Ohio, oppo¬ 
site Huntington. 

About 1910, Lloyd Sell¬ 
ers, age 13, was killed while at 
play on the side of tracks here.

About 1909, little daugh¬ 
ter of Frank S. Wiley and 
wife met death near the C&O 


freight house when a heavy 
door was blown down by a 
high wind. 

Mr. Behymer of New 
Richmond, Ohio, met death 
in a mysterious manner. He 
was found floating in the river 
below town. He had been at 
work here the whole day. 

Oliver (Twist) Turner, son 
of Mrs. Florence Turner, was 
killed near Stoney Point. The 
body was found by a section 
man the following morning. It 
was thought that he fell from a 
freight train. 

About 1907, the body of 
Willie Cummins of this sec¬ 
tion was found in the river 
near here. 

About 1911, John W. Old¬ 
ham was found dead here in 
his cigar factory at Second and 
Upper Street. He had heart 
disease. 

Everette Florer and five 
of his children were burned 
to death when their home at 
Willow burned. Mrs. Florer 
escaped and one son was not 
at home. 

1898 Mrs. Love Winter 
met death when a horse ran 
away dragging her down a 
rocky road on the farm owned 
by William Meyer near town. 

1901 John M. Habeson 
died. 

1920 F. A. Neider died. 

Shortly after electric lights 
were put in, Wilbur Brothers, 
son of Sam Brothers and wife, 
came in contact with a live 
wire on East Second Street. 
He was around 14 years old.

(Affirmed), Pharoah was forced 
out as media darling last week 
when University of Kentucky 
issued a news release. 

Perfect, I thought, for a 
little pop quiz.

A. Record number of grad¬ 
uates will do advanced studies 
at Oxford and Cambridge Uni¬ 
versities. 

B. Anonymous donor 
writes into his will $ 100 million 
for cancer research.

D. University sets new 
record for players sent to the 
NBA. 

E. Ball coach is secured 
through 2022. 

If you marked anything not 
E, then you must write Christian 
Laettner a thank you note. 

Pharoah be danged! Two 
weeks of headlines without 
Kentucky’s coach’s name was 
too much. 

So, John Calipari made it 
last week. Twice. 

V First, a flirtation with 
the New Orleans Pelicans, real 
or rumor, hastened UK to an¬ 
nounce a new $54 million grip 
on its golden calf. 

V Thus empowered and 
ego massaged, Calipari turned 
feisty. 

• Dangerously, he forgot 
the consequences - “every time 
you open your mouth to talk, 
your mind walks out and pa¬ 
rades up and down the words.” 
(Mark Twain) 

• He rejected also, “It is 
best to engage one’s brain, be¬ 
fore popping the clutch, one’s 
mouth.” 

“Last year we started the 
season with a goal,” Calipari 
told Jeff Eisenberg (The Dag¬ 
ger). “You may think it was to 
win a national title or win all the 
games, (but) it was to get eight 
players drafted.” 

“Uhh, say what?” 

Big Blue Nation must have 
done a collective gulp. Is this 
the fellow who said, “At Ken¬ 
tucky we ARE basketball!”? ... 
And last spring, said he would 
as soon skip the SEC Tourna¬ 
ment. “At Kentucky, we play 
for national championships.” 

Calipari new spin? “... how 
can you be about your team 
if you’re worried about get¬ 
ting players drafted? We kind 
of work it the other way. What 
are your dreams? What are you 
looking for? What are you try¬ 
ing to get out of life? How can 
we help you with that?” 

Awfully humanitarian, isn’t 
it? But let’s be real, the man’s 
dream machine applies only if 
one is 18 years-old, 6-feet-5 or 
taller and can ball. 

“... the mission for me,” he 
said, “is to be a vehicle to help 
others reach their dreams, to be 
the stone that creates the ripple 
in their lives that goes on and on 
and on.” 

A stone ... a vehicle to the 
stars. Such prose when John 
Calipari is in character as John¬ 
ny Appleseed. 

Good place to stop, right? 
Wrong. 

“Now in our state, they 
want my mission to be, win na¬ 
tional titles,’ he said. “(But) my 
mission is bigger than that.” 


Getting in line for a Nobel 
Prize? A visit from Pope Fran¬ 
cis? Or maybe suffering a Jesus 
Complex. 

Whatever, Calipari’s latest 
spasm of arrogance does these 
things. 

V Big Blue Nation have it 
on paper, NCAA titles are far¬ 
ther down their coach’s priority 
list than they thought. 

A ball coach in-your-face 
tweet: “I hate to drive you (UK) 
traditionalists crazy, but I’ll say 
it again: our goal at the begin¬ 
ning of the season was to have 
eight players drafted.” 

v Brazen boasts demon¬ 
strate anew how solidly he has 
hijacked a college basketball 
program and chained it to the 
NBA. 

V Finally, his rant takes at¬ 
tention away from elephant in 
the room - Kentucky’s stunning 
loss to Wisconsin and oh-for- 
spring recruiting, has the heat 
of blame squarely on the coach 
and it’s making him testy. 

Epilogue. Gone from UK’s 
basketball world is anything to 
compare to a Frank Kaminsky 
message to University of Wis¬ 
consin: “...thank you for having 
me. You have no idea how much 
you have changed my life. ... I 
was bom and raised in Illinois, 
but I am proud to say that Wis¬ 
consin has turned me into the 
man I am today.”
